Specifically: 

It should be noted, that the reference by Rangan 
(hereinafter "Rangan"), indicated under category "X," has a 
publication date of March 1993, which date does not fall more 
than a year before the filing date (March 12, 1993) of the first 
parent application (U.S. Serial No. 08/031,235) or the filing 
date (May 25, 1993) of the present application. Accordingly, it 
is contended that Rangan (printed publication) does not qualify 
as prior art under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b). Additionally, the 
reference by Rangan carries no suggestion of any public use or 
sale in this country more than one year before either of the 
above-noted filing dates. 

For Rangan to be considered as prior art under 35 U.S.C. § 
102(a), the invention as defined by the claims in this 
application must have been "known or used by others in this 
country, or patented or described in a printed publication in 
this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the 
applicant for patent." At the outset, it should be noted that 
Rangan 's system is distinct from the applicant's system. In any 
event, the inventions described in the parent and present 
applications were likely conceived by the applicant some 
reasonable period of time before preparing and filing these 
applications. Accordingly, even if it is assumed that Rangan 's 
publication date, indicated on the reference as March of 1993, 
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fell between March 1, 1993 , and March 11, 1993, that is before 
applicant's effective filing date, it is unlikely that any such 
assumed publication date was "before the invention thereof by the 
applicant." Additionally, there is no indication in the 
reference that Rangan's system was in use before applicant's 
inventions. 

The reference by Yager likewise indicates a publication date 
of March 18, 1993. 

It should also be noted that the claims of the present 
application are distinct from the claims of the PCT application, 
with respect to which the search report was prepared. 

It is respectfully requested that this Information 
Disclosure Statement be considered and placed in the file for 
future access.
